ANNOUNCER: 

The Pine Cone Ranger District of our national forest, where 
Ranger Jim Robbins is in charge, has been having what the foresters 
eall “fire weather” Tor the last few dayse The temperature has 
been high, and the humidity has been low, and the "“durt,”™ or 
leaves and litter on the floor of the forest has gotten so dry 
that the tiniest spark wovld start a fire that, fanned by a 
strong wind, might develop into a raging inferno. At times like 
this, the rangers hope and pray that no person in the forest will 
be so foolish’ or Be mer ciees as to drop a lighted match or 
cigarette butt, or leave a campfire untended. And if you have 
any regard for the rangers, or the forests whieh they strive to 
protect, you will make doubly sure that no fire is ever started 
by any act of yours when you are in the woodse -—- AS we tune 
in at the Pine Cone Ranger Station today, we find Ranger Jim's 


young assistant, Jcrry Quick, just coming into the office. --

(SOUND OF DOOR) 

(ENTERING) Well - Hi there, Jerrye Were you 
Calling me a minute ago? 

Yeahe I was just going to tell you that our fire 
truck qeagee, Billy, was fixing to do some work on 
the truck this scbonuped but L told him to postpone 
it and have the truck ready to shoot out on an 
instant's notice. Was that all right? 

Yes.indeed,; that's, rights Eve) sase been watching 
that thunderhead and she's getting bigger fast. If 
it turns out to be one of these dry lightning storms, 
Lo hs apt to mean fires popping up all over the 
place.
